It is sup- 
posed that Mr. Parr will be re- 
warded on a basis that will yield 
him about $400,000.

It has been the custom of the Treas- 
ury Department for many years to pay 
its special agents 3 per cent of money 
the Government recovers on customs 
frauds exposed by them. If this regu- 
lation be followed in the case of Parr, 
he will receive $747,419 as his share of 
the money recovered from the Sugar 
Trust. 

Reward Could Reach $1,775,748, 






Under thé law the Secretary of the 
Treasury can allow Parr as high as 
one-half of the amount _ recovered, 


which would be $1,067,743. 
Secretary of the Treasury McVeagh 


will decide next week what Parr shall 


receive. The opinion rendered by the 
Attorney-General was merely to advise 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
law in the matter. Under the law Sec- 
retary McVeagh can allow Mr. Parr 
nothing or any amount up to $1,067,743. 

Though Parr has only put in a claim 
for an award for exposing the Sugar 
Trust frauds, he is also entitled to re- 


jwards for three other large recoveries 


by the United States. He exposed the 
frauds by which the Arbuckle Suga&r 
Refining Co., the National Sugar Re- 
fining Co. and the Federal Sugar Re- 
fining Co. got the best of the Govern- 
ment in the matter of duties. 

The Arbuckles have made restitution 
of $695,000, the National Sugar Refining 
Co. of $605,000 and the Federal Sugar 
Refining Co. has agreed to make resti- 
tution of $116,000 and the money will be 
paid to the Government in a few days. 
These sums together with the amount 
collected from the Sugar Trust make a 
total of $3,551,486, and were Parr to get

Currency Caused Illinois 


Central’s Suspension. 


CHICAGO, June 8—The discovery of 
alleged looting of the Illinois Central 
cash box to the extent of $2,000,000 by 
minor officials and car repair compa- 
nies came about through Henry C. Os- 
terman’s contempt for money. Mr.. Os- 
terman, who was president of a car 
repair and equipment company, had a 
habit of lighting cigars with bills of 
large denominations. He burned up 
several such bills in Detroit last De- 
cember. He likewise gave bellboys and 
scrubwomen in his Detroit hotel large 
sums. He declared it was some of the 
“easy railroad money’ he had ac- 
quired. This statement and act attract- 
ed the attention of J. T. Harahan, 
president of the Illinois Central road, 
who had before that time speculated 
considerably upon the size of the car 
repair bills. 

Scores of detectives were set at work 
throughout the system, with the result 
that the officials became corvinced that 
at least five car and equipment compa- 
nies had been organized with the ex- 
press purpose of defrauding the com- 
pany. Osterman was a former con- 
ductor on the Illinois Central. He sold 
out his plant to the West Pullman Car 
Co. for $226,000 and the latter has been 
enjoined from disposing of the assets.

WATER RATE OF 
SIX GENTS WILL 
BE RECUMMENDED 


Cut in Ptice Urged to Induce 
Manufacturers to Come 
to St. Louis. 








DETROIT’S IS LOWEST 





Michigan City Has Shown 
« Greatest Increase in Num- 
ber of Workers. 





A water rate of six cents a thousand 
gallons to manufacturers probably will 
be recommended to the Municipal As- 
sembly by the Water Rates Commission 
comprising Water Commissioner Ben C. 
Adkins, Water Rates Collector and As- 
sessor Flynn and E. J. Troy, secretary 
of the Missouri Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

The commission was appointed a year 
ago to recommend a plan for the equit- 
able readjustment of water rates. Sta- 
tistics of nearly all of the large cities 
have been collected by Secretary Troy. 
A rate of six cents would put st. Louis 
on a basis with Louisville, Buffalo, Bal- 
timore, Dayton, O., and St. Joseph, Mo., 
and give it a decided advantag® over 
Minneapolis, Cincinnati and Albany, N. 
Y., which have eight-cent rates, and 
Pittsburg, Los Angeles, New Orleans 
and Rochester, which have 10-cent rates, 
and Boston, with a rate of 10% cents. 

Chicago makes a rate of 4 cents to 
manufacturers and Detroit 3 cents. Mo- 
bile has a rate of 3% cents. The rate 
in Philadelphia, where the waterworks 
is called the city’s greatest manufactur- 
ing plant, is 4 cents. Cleveland has a 
rate of 61-3 cents. 

 -_‘Detreit Surpasses All. 

Detroit has the lowest water rate of 
any city in the United States. Secretary 
Troy says statistics show that Detroit 
has shown the greatest increase in the 
number of wage earners in manufac- 
turing establishments of any city in the 
country, and the greatest increase in 
the value of its manufactured products. 

He attributes Detroit’s showing to the 
low water rate, by which, with its ship- 
ping facilities, Detroit has become, with- 
in the last few years, the leading city 
of the world in the manufacture of 
automobiles. The increase in its indus- 
trial growth during recent years was 


per cent for Cleveland, 24 per cent for 
New York, and 18 per cent for Chicago. 

The rate to manufacturers in St. Louis 
is now 8 cents. It was reduced a few 
years ago from 12% cents. The water 
supplied in St. Louis is superior in 
quality to that of almost any other 
city. A rate of 6 cents, according to 
Troy, would enable St. Louis to com- 
pete successfully with Detroit and Chi- 


cago in getting new industrial estab- 
lishments. 
Kansas City makes a rate of 6% 


cents to manufacturers. Grand Rapids, 
Mich., has a rate of 6% cents. 
Law Allows Profit. 

The rates in other cities cannot be 
seriously considered in the readjust- 
ment of rates in St. Louis, according 
to the experts, but the Manufacturers’ 
Association and other organizations, 
seeking to increase the _ industrial 
growth of the city, say the rates ought 
to be reduced so that St. Louis will not 
be seriously handicapped. 

The law requires the Water Depart- 
ment to be operated on a revenue basis. 
It must rot only produce sufficient rev- 
enue to defray the cost of operation, 
but a surplus to pa interest on bonds, 
provide a sinking fund for their re- 
demption and pay for all necessary ex- 
tensions

MADISON JOINS I 


WAR ON SALOGNS 
AND ON GAMBLING 


Citizens Will Ask for Special 
Grand Jury and Special 
Prosecutor. | 











CRUSADE TO SPREAD 





Venice Is Expected to Join in 


Reform Activity in the 
Tri-Cities. 





Madison will enlist in the war on gam- 
bling and gamblers which has beer be- 
gun in Granite City. The business men 
of the town will organize, get evidence 
and ask Judge Hadley for a special 
grand jury and a special prosecutor. 

The action of Granite City and Mad- 


ison is expected to be taken up by Ven- 
ice,-where members of the Labor party, 
constituting a majority of the Village 
Council], have overridden Mayor J. W. 
Scott and forced Chief of Police George 
W. Bennett out by abolishing the of- 
fice. 

Before the smoke of battle clears 
it is probable that the gamblers will 
have been driven out of the tri- 
cities, long their stamping. ground, 
and that the uprising will extend to 
the parks and fishing resorts, and 
that the entire county, where the 
gamblers have long enjoyed mysteri- 
ous immunity, will be cleaned up. 

But it is in Madison that the fight 
will be fiercest. There the gamblers 
are most strongly entrenched and 
will make the most stubborn resist- 
ance. Leaders in the movement are 
confident, however, that Judge Had- 
ley will order a special grand jury 
and a special prosecutor. 

To Plan in Secret. 

The Madison business men will meet 
secretly to perfect their plans, as they 
fear attack or arrest by the police 
under Chief Pat McCambridge, as has 
occurred in the past when attempts 
have been made to oppose gamblers in 
Madison. 

McCambridge has been Chief of Police 
of Madison for 18 years. He was the 
power behind the throne of “King 
Coyle’ in the days when that potentate 
ruled Madison. When ‘King Coyle” 


was deposed, McCambridge was the Bru- 
Htur-tor-the- occasion, ‘not that-he loved} 


Coyle less but that he loved his own 
reign in Madison more. 

F, A. Garesche, paymaster of the 
American Car and Foundry Co., was the 
candidate of the reform element for 
Meyor. He was backed by the Business 
Men’s Improvement Association and by 
the Madison Republic. 

Employes of the car and foundry com. 
pany had kept Coyle in power for years 
and Walter Dant and George Hiscock, 
employes of the company, who had been 
in Coyle’s cabinet, were standing for re- 
election, but they were supposed to have 
had a change of heart. It was supposed 
that Garesche would be able to com- 
mand their allegiance in the reform pro- 
gram. 

McCambridge Retains Power. 

Garesche was elected and the same 
night, according to William J. Coudy, 
leader of the anti-gambling element, and 
others, he told them he had been com- 
pelled to make peace with the members 
of the Council because otherwise they 
would not. cenfirm his election. 

McCambridge was retained in power 
and has been in power ever since. Lead- 
ers in the present movement say that 
the ermine of ‘“‘King Coyle’ has fallen 
upon McCambridge and that his mastery 
over Garesche is complete. 

In the five years that Garesche has 
been Mayor, McCamzridge has contin- 
ued as Chief of Police. 

Madison has 64 saloons. The popula- 
tion is 2500. Slot machines are in op- 
eration in nearly al' the barrooms. 
Those planning the crusade say that 
they will be able to show a grand jury 
that there are all kinds of gambling 
in saloons, in the basements under sa- 
loons and in the rooms ove saloons. 


Says Revenue Is Needed. 
Mayor "Garenche Says it is true that 


there are slot machines in the saloons, 
contrary to law, and says he could 
abolish them if he wanted to, just as 
he could have the galoons closed on 
Sunday if he wanted to, but he doesn’t 
want to, because the saloong are the 
principal source of revenue and revenue 
is needed to build streets and to make 
other improvements. 

He has retained McCambridge in pow- 
er, he says, because he has found that 
he is honest and better than the busi- 
ness mén who criticize him. 

McCambridge is often at the saloon 
of John Malone, member of the Council, 
who has been twice indictea under the 
gambling statute and has twice paid 
fines. Three policemen were about Ma- 
lone’s place when a Post- -Dispatch re 
porter was there Tuesday afternoon. 

Fred Fuger, who has been indicted in 
Granite City and whose license was 
revoked Tuesday night, also has a sa- 
loon in Madison. Three siot machines 
were in operation in his place Tuesday 
afternoon. Several employes of the mills 
were playing. On pay days men and 
toys from the mills gather about the 
slot machines to play. 

Following the indictments of Chief 
of Police Frank Gottselig of Granite 
City, Fred Guger, Harry Bricker, 
James McMillan and James ©. Brit- 
tain, the saloon licenses of Fuger, 
Bricker, George Coke and Bricker & 
Coke were revoked by the City Coun- 
efi.

Product of His “Transmut- 
ing” Process Is Purer Than 
the Metal in Coins.

NEW YORK, June 8—The two pieces 
of metal given to a reporter for the 
World and Post-Dispatch on Saturday 


at Scranton, Fka., by Dr. Frederick W.f 


Lange, who says he can transmute 

meatets. were taken to the United States 
Office“in~Wah street and there 

assayed by the Government experts. 

The report of the assay showed the 
metal to be silver 989 fine. This is purer 
silver than that in the silver coins of 
the United States, which is 900 fine. 
Sterling silver is 925 fine. Dr. Lange's 
metal assayed 89 points finer than 
United States coin silver and 6&4 puints 
uner than sterling silver. 

The two pleces of metal which Dr. 
Lange gave the reporter for the World 
and Post-Dispatch on Saturday were 
the result of three different chemical 
processes, all of which were carried on 
by the Scranton physician in his un- 
derground laboratory in the presence 
and directly under the eye of the re- 
porter. 

Dr. Lange’s Three Processes, 

The first of the three processes was 
this: Dr. Lange put eight ounces of 
pure silver in a crucible and put the 
crucible in a furnace, where it was sub- 
jected to.a heat of 2000 degrees. From 
time to time while the silver was melt- 
ing he put into the crucible several 
tablespoonsful of a white powder, pre- 
sumably borax, which is a flux com- 
monly used by chemists. After the cruci- 
ble had been in the furnace 2% minutes 
and, with its contents, was white hot, it 
was lifted out and eight ounces of some 
base metal, the color of lead, was 
dumped into the crucible. The heat of 
the crucible and of the liquid silver was 
sufficient to melt the base metal. Dr. 
Lange simply shook the crucible vio- 
lently and let it stand for a couple of 
minutes, und then its contents were 
dumped into a pa!l of water. 
metal became solid, was lifted out and 
placed on the scales and weighed 16 
ounces, 

Did Not Give Piece of Matrix. 

jr. Lange claimed chat this i6 
ounces of metal was silver and would 
assay about .800 fine. He did not, how- 
ever, give the reporter a piece of that 
metal, Instead he dissolved it, using 
nitric acid, by which the metal was con- 
verted into silver nitrates, and then 
using hydrochloric acid, by which the 
nitrates were reduced to chlorides—a 
milky, paste-like substance. 

Then he took about five ounces of the 
chlorides, put them in a crucible and 
the crucible in the furnace and convert- 
ed them back to metal. It was a part 
of this metal which the Government ex- 
perts assayed yesterday and found to 
be .989 fine. 

Of Dr. Lange’s refusal to give 
the reporter a piece of the “silver 
matrix” he made an explanation yes- 
terday through a Scanton friend, who 
said: 

“The reason the doctor didn’t givea 
piece of the matrix on Sunday was 
that an analysis of the matrix would 
show the nature of the metals he uses 
in conjunetion with the silver. ‘This 
matrix runs only about 800 fine and 
there are 200, Or one-fifth, which is 
not silver. Am analysis of this arth 
would reveal the other metals he 
uses, and once that secret is taken

Insurgents Send for Summer 
Clothes and Sit Tight for 
Senate Amendments.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—After a call 
at the White House today with Senator 
Aldrich to learn the President’s views, 
Senator Elkins announced that he would 
call a meeting of the conferees on the 
railroad bill tomorrow. 

While the insurgent Senators were an- 
nouncing that it must be the Senate 
bill or nothing and declaring they were 
prepared to fight all summer if neces- 
sary, the President indicated there were 
two changes he would like to see made 
in the bill in addition to the elimination 
of the 60-day clause in the paragraph 
giving the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission the right to investigate and susg- 
pend new rates. 

Taft Wants Supervision Feature. 

Mr. Taft is anxious that the House 
provision for a supervision of the is- 
sSuance of stocks and bonds by the 
railroad companies be accepted by the 
Senate. He regards this feature as 
one of the pledges of the party, and 
he does not agree with the position of 
many of the senators that such a pro- 
vision could be construed as interfer- 
ing with State’s rights. 

The President believes the 10 months 
allowed the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in which to investigate rates 
before action on them is entirely too 
long. He thinks six months would be 
a better period. 

President Taft tol@ both Senators El- 
kins and Aldrich today that he was 
anxious that the conference should pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible and that 
there should be a satisfactory bill. 

Insurgents Ready for Fight. 

Announcing their willingness to remain 
in Washington all summer if necessary, 
Republican ‘“‘insurgents’’ in the Senate 
today indicated that they would fight to 
the last ditch for the retention in the 
railread bill of the advantages which 
they claim to have gained for the people. 

Senator Elkins and Representative 
Mann of Illinois representing the con- 
ferees of the two houses of Congress 
expected to confer during the day to 
outline qa program for the Conference 
Committee.

18 INCHES OUT OF 
LINE WITH PLANS 


Other Supports Will Have to 
Be Changed to Make —

It was discovered Wednesday that 
the Illinois pier of the free bridge, 
the caisson for which is now down 
to a depth of 110 feet, was 18 inches 
As the steel work for 
all the spans has and 
fabricated, the other pliers 
will have to be moved east 18 inches. 

The contractors reported to Presi- 
dent Reber of the Board of Public 


Improvements that the caisson for 
the east pier had been pushed out of 
line by old barges. Efforts to get 
the caisson into its proper place 
have failed, and nothing can now be 
done, according to the coitractors, 
except shift the other pliers so that 
the steel work will fit. 

No work has been done on any of 
the three other pliers, except the one 
on the Missour!i side. The excavation 
has been made toa depth of 20 feet. 
It is said the caisson can be shifted 
over 18 inches without mueh ad- 
ditional] expense to the contractor, and 
without detriment to the bridge. 

The distance between the east. and 
west plers will be 2092 feet and nine 
inches, and there will be a weight of 
27,000 tons of stee] on each of the 
four piers. 

The Missouri Valley Iron & Bridge 
Co. hag the contract for building the 
free bridge. It is- working 12 shifts a 
day on tHe east pier. The men cannot 
work at a depth of 110 feet longer 
than two hours a day. They are paid 
$2 an hour for their services. 

The excavation is now within a few 
feet of solid rock.

OF ALCOHOL AS MEDICINE 


Other Practitioners Doubt 
Whether Its Effect Is Bene- 


ficial to Patients. 


That prohibition is lessening the use 
of alcohol as a medicine was the state- 
ment of Dr. Joseph L. Miller at the 
joint sectional meeting for Pharmacol- 
ogy and the Practice of Medicine at the 
Third Baptist Church Wednesday. 

Dr. A. D. Richards of Chicago said 
that alcohol was almost completely 
burned up by the body and that it sup- 
plied energy as a food. 

“However,” said Dr. Richards, “ft has 
a toxic influence which is consistent 
with its good qualities. It is uncertain 
and doubtful.” 

Dr. Cabot of Boston said that his ex- 
periments with alcohol had not been 
successful. He said that he adminis- 
tered alcohol only in the form of 
whisky, and that he desired to hear of 
a flavor which covld be mixed with it 
so that patients could take it in another 
form.

Republican Primaries Show 
Margin in Favor of Pro- 
gressives for Congress. 





CARROL IS VICTOR 





Stand-Pat Man Defeats Garst 
While Democrats Select 
Claude R. Porter. 





By Associated Press. 

DES MOINES, Io., June 8&—While 
reports from yesterday’s primaries are 
still far from complete, the nomination 
of Carroll (Rep.) and Porter (Dem.) 
for Governor seems certain. Eight pro- 
gressives and three ‘‘standpatters”’ were 
nominated for Congress. 

The insurgents carried the following 
districts: Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Tenth, Eleventh. In 
the First, Eighth and Ninth the stand- 
pat element was successful. 

Reversals Are Decisive. 

Almost complete unofficial returns 
from the Seventh District give Prouty 
1100 over Hull. This reversal is decided, 
as two years ago Hull was nominated 
by # votes. Smith’s majority in the 
Ninth is-another surprise. Present re- 
turns give him 2000 over Attorney-Gen- 
eral Byers. 

The defeat of J. A. T. Hull in the 
Seventh District means that in the 
next Congress there will be a new 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, over which Mr. Hull 
has presided for many years. The 
next ranking Republican on the com- 
mittee is Capron of Rhode. Island, but 
he ie an invalid and has been unable 
to come to Washington during the 
present session. George W. Prince of 
Illinois, next in rank, is said to be 
the most logical successor. 

The progressives say they have nomi- 
nated the remainder of the State ticket 
and their two candidates for Congress. 
The stalwarts, on the other hand, claim 
their candidates, Congressmen Martin 
and Burke, have been renominated. The 
congressional situation will not be 
cleared up -until complete returns are 
received. 


WISCONSIN REPUBLICANS 
HOLD STATE CONVENTION 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 8.—For the 
first time in six years Republicans of 
Wisconsin will meet in state convention 
at the Auditorium this afternoon for the 
purpose of ascertaining the general 
party sentiy ent toward the present na- 
tional administration and to consider 
tne availability of recommending or in- 
dorging candidates for state offices to be 
vo.ed for at the September primary elec- 
tion. 

The convention will be made up of 1065 
delegatec. Among the delegations from 
all parts of the State are quite a num- 
ber of former followers of United States 
Senator Robert M. La Follette, but the 
majority are adherents of the so-called 
“Stalwart” wing of the party. 

There cre five avowed candidates in 
tha field for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion exclusive of Gov. Davidson, who 
has not deciared himself. 

Vice-President James S. Sherman, ac- 
companied by former Congressman James 
E. Watson of Indiana, arrived in Mil-

President of Santa Fe De- 
clares Advances Scheduled 
Are But Drop in Bucket.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Edward Pay- 


son Ripley, president of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, one of the West- 
ern railroad executives who were in 
conference Monday the Presi- 


dent, gave out the following state- 
ment on the results of that confer- 
ence: 

“If all the increases thus far filed 
at Washington were allowed to g0 
into effect in full, they would not 
justify the railroads in going ahead 
with the improvements they have 
planned. The increases enjoined were 
but a drop in the bucket. 

“In th circumstances, the rail- 
roads a cut expenses wherever 
there-ig a chance to save a dollar. 
Most of our improvement work is so 
far advanced that it would cost more 
to stop it than to carry it to comple- 
tion, but no new obligations of any 
kind wil] be entered into. 

Railroad Bill a Terror. 

“The railroad bill, as it stands, is 
a terror. It takes control of the rail- 
roads out of our hands while leaving 
us the responsibility. It gives the Gov- 
ernment practical control without own- 
ership. If it is to go into effect, I 
would rather the Interstate Commerce 
Commission were given full power to 
make all rates. 

“The present situation is not one that 
justifies any investor in buying railroad 
securities. The Missouri rate decision 
affirmed the other day has thrown the 
rates of this country into chaos.’’ 

William Rockef@lier said: ‘I for one 
cannot tell, and do not belleve amyone 
else can at this time, whether the re- 
sult of the conference is favorable to 
the railroads. I believ@é there are a 
great many things which occurred at 
the conference which have not yet been 
made public and until these things are 
known, such as possible restrictions on 
railroads, I do not believe a fair opin- 
ion on the result of the conference can 
be made.”’ 
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BILL WOULD INCREASE 
AMUSEMENT LICENSES 


Eilers Prepares Measure With 
Schedule of Prices for 
Theaters and Others. 


New and higher licenses will be im- 
posed on theatrical, athletic and 
amusement enterprises in St. Louis if 
the Municipal Assembly adopts a bill 
on which Delegate Roy C, Eilers and 
Several other assemblymen have been 
at work for several months. 

Theaters charging more than $1 a 
seat will be required to pay 60 cents 
a year for each seat in the parquet 
and 30 cents each for those in the 
balcony. Houses that collect less than 
$1 a seat will be charged at the rate 
of 50 cents a seat per year for the 
parquet and 25 cents each for seats in 
the balcony, 

Circuses seating 5000 persons or 
more will have to pay $300 a day; 
those accommodating between 2500 
and 5000, $100 a day; those with a 
capacity of from 1000 to 2500, $50 a 
day, and those having seats for less 
than 1000, $100 a week. 

On baseball parks, athletic fields 
and football grounds there will be a 
tax of $30 for each exhibition that is 
attended by 7500 or more persons, $10 
when the attendance is between 1000 
and 7500 and $300 a year on those 
having a capacity of less than 1000. 
Credit will be given for rainchecks 
issued in the event of bad weather. 

Penny arcades will be required to 
pay $1650 a year, summer gardens $100 
a month, bowling alleys $4 a year and 
roller rinks $10 a month. Moving 
picture shows will be assessed 40 
cents a year on each seat, with a 
minimum of $150 a year.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Gen. Benjamin 
Lafevre, for a number of years mem- 
ber of Congress from Ohio and in 1888 
the chairman of the Campaign Commit- 
tee of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, who recently returned from a 
tour around the world, is spending some 
time in New York and interesting him- 
self in studying national politics.

6 MONTHS BEHIND 


Judges Say Between 350 and 
400 Cases Now Are 
Pending. 





The docket of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, according to its judges, is 
not more than six or seven months be- 
hind. Between 350 and 400 cases are 
now pending in that court. 

The judges of the court refuse to 
discuss the resolution of the St. Louis 
Bar Association demanding an investi- 
gation of the court to determine why 
it is not up with its docket. 

The records of the court show that 
348 opinions wete written between Jan. 
1, 1909, and Dec. 14, 1909. From Jan. 4, 
1910, to May 31, the court handed down 
184 opinions. Of these, 8 were written 
by Judge R. L. Goode, 69 by Judge 
Reynolds and 30 by Judge Nortoni. 
Prior to Jan. 4 no record was kept of 
the number of opinions written by each 
judge. 

Lawyers who have investigated the 
subject say that each judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States writes 
on an average Of 22 opinions each ‘year; 
each judge of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, 60,- and each judge of the 
United States Circuit Court at St. Louis, 
38. 

The judges of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, the investigators said, wrote 
an average of three to five times as 
many opinions as judges of higher 
courts. 

The fact that Judge Nortoni does not 
write so many opinions as other judges 
is explained by his friends as due to 
the care he takes with every case. It 
is said he reads all the law decisions 
bearing on his cases. 

The strain on the St. 
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Appeals has been greatly relieved 
the establishment of the Springfield 
Court of Appeals. In . December 150 
cases pending in the St. Louis Court 
were transferred to the Springfield di- 
vision.

While the judges decline to discuss 
the criticism of the Bar Association, it 
is known that they consider it unjust.

USING THE FREE BRIDGE. 

It is difficult to conceive of a reason for hesi- 
tation to accept the offer of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway to abolish the bridge arbitrary, at least 
on coal, in return for the use of the free bridge 
on fair terms. An arrangement for the use of 
the municipal bridge by the Busch railroad 
which would be mutually advantageous, could 
easily be devised. The city is seeking railroad 
customers for the bridge. The cost of maintain- 
ing and operating the structure should be de- 
frayed by reasonable charges on the railways 
using it. 

Of course, the primary consideration for the 
use of the bridge is that no tolls shall be 
charged shippers. The railroads using the 
bridge must absorb all charges as if it were 
their own structure. But the Manufacturers’ 
Railway will reduce the coal rate to 30 cents—2 
cents below the East St. Louis rate and 22 cents 
below the present St. Louis rate on coal ‘rom 
the inner group of mines. There is a special 


advantage in this offer. 
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The Roosevelt platform may be summarized in 
a few words: Big families and the big stick. 
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CONSERVE THE CHILDREN. 

Working through. the schools as convenient 
neighborhood divisions, the Independence Day 
Celebration Committee is making notable prog- 
ress toward the substitution of safety and san- 
ity for accident and noise. Gathering the school 
children for a great morning parade insures 
their occupation and interest, while the afternoon 
celebrative events may well be left to the sec- 
tional divisions. 

Evening displays of fireworks under the direc- 
tion of experts are essential.

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GOLDWIN SMITH 

Goldwin Smith did not long survive his pupil, 

King Edward. He had lived 87 years, had won 
honors, had toiled usefully. 
He rose superior to circumstances which cast 
his life among aristocratic associates. He was a 
foe of cant and a defender of civil and religious 
freedom. He powerfully aided with his pen in 
England the-cause of the North in our secession 
war. 

Dr. Smith fought as an historian the scholar’s 
sad guess that human progress ‘s irresistibly 
wrought only by pressure of environment. He 
claimed something for individual influence and 
leadership. School men who a generation ago 
were applying the Darwinian test to all manner 
of things are coming to agree with him. 

In Canada, as in Oxford and Ithaca, he was a 
Liberal. He held that manifest destiny would 
make Canada and the United States in time one 
country, and he welcomed meanwhile every effort 
for ‘trade reciprocity and neighvorly under- 
standing. 

Such a life is worth much to peace and prorress. 
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If Ballinger had it to do over again he would 
probably prefer to be investigated by the St. 
Louis Police Department. 
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FICTITIOUS STOCK LOSSES. 

No better proof of the independence of legiti- 
mate business of Wall Street could be offered 
than the general indifference to the shrinkage in 
stock values following the injunction suit 
against Western railroads. The loss in 10 stocks 
was $270,000,000. 

This loss, of course, is largely on paper. The 
margin players were squeezed and some big 
gamblers were crippled. Holders of stocks for 
investment purposes may have found their value 
as collaterals impaired, but this was inconse- 
quential. Investors do not customarily buy on a 
market which is near the highest point to which 
vigorous betting can drive it. 

The total shrinkage as figured on paper may 





actual losses were negligible. They were con- 
fined almost exclusively to the shifting of win- 
nings from one set of ganiblers to another. [If 
there was any real threat of diminished earnings 
and values so impaired as to affect dividends, it 
was too remote to influence investment holders. 
The whole slump was the artificial creation of 
jobbers and bettors. But the slump injured 
business by impairing confidence and checking 
industrial activities. How long can we stand 
Wall Street slumps as accompaniments of legis- 
lation or law enforcement affecting railroads? 
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Before warning London against luxury, the 
Colonel might have pondered that they do not 
indulge: in protective tariffs over there. 
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If you wish to be a Methusaleh you will have 
to quit doing all the things that make it worth 
while not to be one. 
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Wall street is thankful the railroads and Mr. 
Taft compromised it. Union Pacific is worth 
betting on again. 
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Ask one of them if ractice makes perfect.

SOUNDS IMPOSSIBLE. 
From the New York Sun. 

One of New York’s social reformers is 
engaged on the preliminary plans for 
the organization of a society for an un- 
usual purpose. Its members are merely 
bound together by the agreement not to 
mention money. 

‘“‘We are determined to eliminate the 
constant question of money from con- 
versation,”” one of the first converts to 
the scheme explained yesterday, “and 
we believe that the result from such a 
rule will be of undoubted advantage to 
human society. There will be no men- 
tion of prices of anything, of the fortune 
of this or that person or of the finan- 
cial value of anything that may be 
mentioned.

No. 5—PAIN: HOW CAUSED AND CURED. 


AIN generally denotes a pressure of some kind upon the 
nerves—a pressure which is abnormal and should not be 
present. It may be an enlarged blood vessel; a small tumor; 

a congestion of some kind; or, on the other hand, it may be the 
presence of some external or foreign body, such as a dentist’s 
forceps, or an irritant poison within the system. 

In all such cases there will be pain, which will be varied ac- 
cording to the extent and nature of the irritating and pressing 
material. Usually it will be found that pain is caused by a con- 
gestion of some kind in a certain locality. An excess of blood 
is called to the part; a swelling of the blood vessels, etc., is called 
into being, and the result is a pain, more or less intense. 

Nothing will wear out the bodily vitality more quickly and 
more certainly than pain. It prevents sleep, for one thing, and in 
this way helps to exhaust the bodily forces. But the real reason 
for the extreme exhaustion following pain is not thoroughly under- 
stood. 

Food has a great influence upon pain without most people 
being at all aware of that fact. The chief cause of pain induced by 
food is that too much food has been eaten, and this food, accumu- 
lating in the body, presses upon certain nerves and so cause the 
pain. | 

The greatest of all means for the alleviation of pain is by the 
application of wet bandages, either hot or cold, as the case may re- 
quire. This may generally be gauged by the feelings of the pa- 
tient. If he feels that warmth would be grateful, apply hot eloths. 
If he feels that cold would be refreshing, apply cold. The latter 
will generally be craved in all inflammatory and congested con- 
ditions. |

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One-Time Spy for the Con- 
federacy Has Blackface 
Monologue. 





Having completed an autoblography 
entitled “Life and Experiences of a 
Spy amd Mail Carrier,” Capt, Absolom 
Carlisle Grimes, 76 years old, is rehears- 


ing to go on the stage as a black-face 


comedian. Disguised with cork, while 
his white whiskers gave him the ap- 
pearance of “Old Black Joe,’’ the Cap- 
tain had a tryout this week between the 
acts at Delmar Garden, and delivered a 
burlesque lecture ou “The Rise and Fall 
of the Colored Kkace.”’ His reception 
was most flattering he admits. 

Confederate soldier, spy, companion of 
Mark Twain, hero of half a dozen thrill- 
ing escapes and veteran steamboat pilot, 
Capt. Ab Grimes is one of the most 
picturesque figures in St. Louis. He lives 
at 478A Delmar boulevard with his sec- 
ond wife, who is 52 years his junior. 
He is hale and well preserved and pos- 
sesses an endless fund of humor and 
anecdote. 

His book, which contains 375 pages, re- 
lates that he was born on a Kentucky 
farm, and came to St. Louis with his 
parents while a boy. He lived in a 
farm house at Sixth street and Lucas 
avenue, and went to school in a log 
cabin in the wilds at Highteenti street 
and Washington avenue. At 15 he began 
running on the river, and at 20 obtained 
a pilot’s license. : 

Companion of Mark Twain. 

In 1861 he enlisted in the Ralls County 
Rangers and found that one of his 
companions was a lanky, somber youth 
named Samuel Clemens, afterwards 
known to fame as Mark Twain. 

‘Sam Clemens was in the service for 
two months,’’ says Capt. Grimes, “and 
I never saw him smile once or heard him 
crack a joke. I guess he was too fright- 
ened to be funny. He was too scared to 
make a good soldier. He was a happy 
man when he contrived to produce a 
crop of boils and wrench his ankle. He 
went home and never returned.”’ 

After 18 months’ service in Missouri, 
Capt. Grimes was made a spy and let- 
ter carrier, and one of his duties was 
to smuggle mail from St. Louis to 
Southern points, such as Memphis and 
even New Orleans. Nevertheless, he 
was at hand for several of the battles 
in Missouri, and had the ill luck to be 
captured at Wilson Creek and again at 
Pea Ridge. 

On the first occasion he cut his way 
to freedom through the floor of the 
military prison at Springfield. Returned 
to the prison after his second capture, 
Grimes cut another hole through the 
floor and accomplished a jail delivery 
of 60 fellow-prisoners, but remained in 
durance himself. 

Since the close of the war, Capt. 
Grimes has pursued a number of pro- 
fessions, with varying success. He re- 
turned to the river, and obtained a 
captain’s commission. He was a police- 
man in the St. Louis gambling squad 
for three years, managed a hunting and 
fishing club at King’s Lake for a num- 
ber of years, kept a hotel on Market 
street, ran a moving picture show and 
managed a shooting gallery. 

He is now timekeeper for a com- 
pressed air company. For the last three 
months he has been busied with the 
composition of his. memoirs, with the 
assistance of his daughter, Mrs. Lottie 
Grimes Mitchell, as his amanuensis. ”

IMAGNATES PLAN 


10 RAISE FUND 
FOR HAS BENS” 


Proceeds of Benefit Games 
Will Be Used to Sustain 
Down-and-Out Stars. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 8.—President 
Frank Navin of the Detroit Americans 
says that when Ban Johnson, president 
of the American League, was here last 


week he proposed an elaborate plan for 
aiding down-and-out baseball players, 
which was approved by the American 
League president, and that steps have 
been taken to put it into operations 

Navin’s proposal, he says, was inspired 
by the present difficulties of Adrian  -. 
Anson of Chicago. In brief, it is this: 
Each year each club in the National 
and American leagues designate some 
game in its schedule, the gross receipts 
of which are to be turned into a fund 
for the aid of ex-ballplayers and other 
followers of the game who are in 
straiteneu circumstances, the game to 
be advertised as a benefit, thus increas- 
ing the receipts. 

The fund will be administered by the 
National Commission. Each case will 
be investigated as to its merits, all cases 
to be tended to individually instead of 
establishing a players’ home, the tenta- 
tive scheme being to send a monthly 
check to the beneficiaries. 

The players of the teams competing 
in the benefit games probably will be 
asked to contribute small sums, $3 or 
$5. President Johnson thought -that 
$50,000 might be raised by this means. 
He will bring it before the National 
| Commission.

Meat Dealers Sell $100,000 
Worth of Skewers as Beef. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—W holesale 
meat dealers of this city are selling 
587,222 sn of wood a year to the 
butchers as meat, according to an 
estimate made by C. D. Driscoll, 
superintendent of the Bureau of 
Weights and Measures. 

The wood is in the form of skew- 
ers which are put into the carcases. 
The value of this amount of meat 
at an average of 16 cents a pound 
would be close to $100,000, which 
comes out of the pocket of the con-. 
sumer eventually, Driscoll says. 

He has arranged conferences with 
a number of wholesale and retail 
dealers in the hope of devising some 


remedy. 


Japan Will Give American 
Museum 6 Whale Skeletons. 


NEW YURK, June 8.—Japan will give 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory six whale skeletons. Four of them 
are now bound for this port by way of 
the Suez Canal and will be received next 
month. 

Two others will be dispatched as soon 
as the whales are caught. The first con- 
signment includes skeletons of a *‘‘sul- 
phur bottomed” whale, 78 feet long, and 
a pair of small “killers’’ from 2% te 27 
feet in length. 

The museum expects to obtain a 
sperm whale and a “hunchback,”’ of 
which varieties it at present has no spe- 
cimens.

CHICAGO, June 8.—Prof. Oscar Bolza 
of the mathematical department of the 
University of Chicago was the recipient 
yesterday of an unprecedented honor 
from the University Board of Trustees. 

Prof. Bolza was the first non-resident 
professor and received permission to 
spend the rest of his life in Freiburg, 
Germany. He will draw the same sal- 
ary he received when active. 

After being connected with the uni- 
versity since its foundation, 18 years 
ago, Prof. Bolza made known to the 
trustees that he desired to retire as a 
professor and spend his time studying 
in Germany. Prof. Bolza is one of the 
leading mathematicians of the country. 


Violation of Blue Law Held 
No Bar to His Citizenship. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 8.—Any 
legislation that establishes police reg- 
ulations in defiance of public senti- 
ment must suffer the humiliation of 
seeing its mandate disregarded. 

So United States Judge J. V. Quarles 
held, in an opinion given yesterday, 
setting forth his grounds for deciding 
that keeping a saloon open on Sunday 
did not vitiate a man’s petition for 
citizenship. Judge Quarles pointed 
out that although the Sunday closing 
act had been passed 40 years ago, no 
effort had been made to enforce it. 
He spoke of the German custom of 
meeting with friends and neighbors 
for a chat over a glass of beer and 
a pipe, and held that the saloon, for 


many of them, was their club. 

The law required, the court held, 
that the applicant measured up to the 
leve] of the average citizen in his 
community and he did not demand 
that he rise above the level of the 
common mass of people.
